So viet Russia backtracked to day 
o n two fro nts, the military and 
diplo matic, 
in her winter-balked 
invasio n o f Finland. 
On the .Military 
I ro nt— 
Fo rty tho usand Russians were 
m retreat just abo ve the Arctic 
Circle, the Finns repo rted, after 
driving 
nearly 
half-way acro ss 
Finland to ward a strategic rail­ 
head. 
Kemijarvi 
The 
invaders 
turned back suddenly after effect­ 
ing the deepest penetratio n 
Finland by any Russian fo rce in | 
the campaign. 
A Finnish co mmunique said the 
Finns had advanced abo ut 28 miles 
in the past few days and fighting 
was taking place fo r M arkajarvi 
between pursuing Finns and Rus­ 
sians pro tecting the w ithdrawing 
tro o ps who still were 50 miles 
fro m their o wn so il. 
The Finns indicated that their 
swift ski patro ls, by harrassing 
Russian supply lines, and the bit­ 
ter co ld :n which tem peratures o f 
50 degrees belo w zero Fahrenheit 
were co mmo n caused the Russian 
withdra wal. 
The Finnish high co mmand also ! 
anno unced 
that 
“several stro ng 
enemy patro ls" were wiped o ut in 
tw’o secto rs o f the so uthern end o f 
the eastern fro nt 
In co ntrast, last night's Russian 
co mmunique no ted o nly sco uting 
and artillery activity "in a num ­ 
ber o f districts" and air reco nnais­ 
sance.

ern Finland yesterday but dan - 
age was slight and no lives were 
lo st.
